the future. In this blog post I want to share the research I have done to find 
the secrets to achieving my goals. 

First of all I identified my weaknesses by reflecting carefully and asking 
friends and family. I should have done this many years earlier as I 
discovered that I was disorganized, scared of failing, and that I get 
distracted easily.

Research has 
shown that listening to calm classical music reduces stress hormone levels in 
blood, while a study from the Royal Northern College of Music found that singing 
can reduce stress- even if you have a terrible voice! 

Generally, music produces positive brain neurotransmitters, which make 
you feel more relaxed. Another way to deal with stress is to take cold showers. 
According to the Dutch extreme athlete Wim Hof, who made the method popular, 
having a cold shower forces the body to feel extremely stressed, so any other 
stress that you feel later in the day doesn't feel as bad! Also, cold showers make 
your heart and lungs work, making you healthier.

Eugene Cernan and Harrison 
Schmitt explored the moon for three days, longer than any other astronaut. Schmitt 
was a geologist before he became an astronaut and he did a number of scientific 
experiments there. Before they returned to earth, Cernan wrote his daughter's 
name on the moon's surface. There Is no weather on the moon, so he knew that 
there was nothing that would wear the letters away. They are probably there today!
